K ilrain planted a right­ 
hander on Sullivan's ribs and then re­ 
treated around the ring. Sullivan following 
and planting blows on K ilrain’s ribs which 
could be heard all over the inclosure. Kil­ 
rain landed lightly on Sullivan’s ribs and 
then went down from a light blow. 
ROUND TWENTY. 
Both men sparred for an opening. Sulli­ 
van leading and landing again on the ob­ 
jective point. K ilrain's ribs, the latter 
slipping down to avoid punishm ent. A n­ 
other claim of foul was made by Muldoon 
which was not allowed. 
ROUND TWENTY-ONE. 
K ilrain landed on Sullivan's stomach, 
Sullivan returning on the neck and K il­ 
rain again resorted to hugging, Sullivan 
landing on K ilrain’s jaw, the latter falling. 
ROUND TWENTY TWO. 
Sullivan landing on K ilrain's ribs, the 
latter going to earth. 


ROUND TWENTY-THREE. 
Sullivan again landed heavilv on Kil­ 
rain’s ribs, when they clinched and fell, 
Sullivan with his knee across K ilrain's 
throat. 
A strong claim of foul by K ilrain’s 
seconds was not allowed. 
ROUND TWENTY-FOUR. 
Sullivan began by trying to get in a 
knock-out. 
K ilrain hugged and finallv 
fell without being hit. 
ROUND TWENTY-FIVE. 
Sullivan landed on K ilrain's ribs and 
repeated the dose again, when K ilrain fell 
as usual. 
ROUND TWENTY-SIX. 
Sullivan feinted, and K ilrain again re­ 
treating, was followed by Boston’s pride. 
Kilrain landed one on Sullivan’s stomach 
with his right and rushed in and threw his 
burly antagonist amid loud and prolonged 
cheers. 
ROUND TWENTY-SEVEN. 
Both sparring for wind, Kilrain landing 
on Sullivan's jaw and clinching. Suliivaii 
knocked K ilrain down. 


ROUND TWENTY-EIGHT. 
K ilrain led clinching and broke, then 
landed iightly on Sullivan’s neck. 
Sulli­ 
van fainted, and a clinch ensued' in K il­ 
rain's corner, the latter playing lightly on 
Sullivan’s ribs. A vicious blow was evaded 
by Kilrain. and then 
Sullivan 
landed 
heavily on K ilrain's ribs, the latter seeking 
the grass. 
ROUND TWENTY-NINE. 
K ilrain landed one on Sullivan’s neck. 
Sullivan feinted and then landed lightly 
on K ilrain’s neck, the latter going down. 
BOUND THIRTY. 
Sullivan made an ugly blow at Kilrain 
and the latter went down to save himself. 
ROUND THIRTY-ONE. 
Sullivan landed lightly on Kilrain, the 
latter cross-countering heavily on Sulli­ 
van’s cheek, and the latter retaliated with 
earnest on K ilrain’s ribs and cheek, knock­ 
ing him down. 


ROUND THIRTY-TWO. 
Kilrain rushed in and clinched, but Sul­ 
livan worked in on his ribs, K ilrain going 
down from a slight blow. Cleary then de­ 
m anded of the referee that he make K ilrain 
fight. 
ROUND THIRTY-THREE. 
K ilrain immediately went to grass from 
a severe blow on the inouth.

again stepped to the middle of the ring, 
calling on Kilrain to come up and fight. 
Kilrain made a lunge at Sullivan and 
clinched. 
Kilrain played on Sullivans 
ribs and then went down, Sullivan again 
appealing to the referee to m ake Kilrain 
fight. 
Muldoon claimed a foul, which was 
not allowed. 


BOUND THIRTY-EIGHT. 
Kilrain showed signs of distress while 
retreating around the ring, but Sullivan 
declined to follow. The referee here told 
Kilrain he would have to fight. 
H e came 
up and landed light on Sullivan's jaw and 
breast and then made a pass at Sullivan’s 
stomach and clinched, the crowd hissing 
K ilrain for not toeing the m ark. Kilrain 
went down to save his bacon. 
ROUND THIRTY-NINE. 
Sullivan followed K ilrain around the 
ring calling to the referee to make him 
stand and fight. Kilrain went down w ith­ 
out being struck, and Sullivan claimed a 
foul, which was not allowed. 


ROUND FORTY. 
Sullivan landed heavily on K ilrain’s ribsi 
the latter ending the round by falling. 
ROUND FORTY-ONE. 
Slight exchanges, and K ilrain fell to 
avoid punishm ent. 


ROUND FORTY-TWO. 
Sullivan opened heavily. 
H ard infight­ 
ing followed, Kilrain going down from a 
slight blow, Sullivan stumbled over him, 
and K ilrain’s seconds made loud claims of 
foul, which was not allowed. 
ROUND FORTY-THREE. 
Sullivan landed heavily on 
K ilrain’s 
ribs, and after a few passes Kilrain went 
down without receiving a blow. Sullivan 
him selt appealed to the referee, claiming a 
foul which was allowed. 
From the forty-third to the forty-fifth 
round, the fight was a repetition of the 
former ones, the report announcing that 
K ilrain repeatedly fell down. 
ROUND FORTY-FIVE. 
K ilrain landed heavily on Sullivan’s 
neck with his left and retreated. Sullivan 
smashed him in the ribs, when he went 
down, and while down Sullivan deliber­ 
ately jum ped on him with his feet. 
Cries 
of foul were heard all over the ring, but it 
was not allowed. This was a shameful act 
on Sullivan’s part, and should have lost 
him the battle. 
ROUND FORTY-SIX. 
The men clinched and stayed together 
for some time. Sullivan landed heavily 
on the ribs and nose, and aften some in ­ 
fighting Kilrain went down to avoid pun­ 
ishm ent. 
- 
ROUND FORTY-SEVEN. 
K ilrain landed heavily on Sullivan’s 
stomach. They clinched ’and fell heavily 
with Sullivan on top. 
K ilrain's seconds 
made loud and vicerous claims of foul, but 
the referee would not grant it. 
Pony 
Moore said to the referee: 
“You’ve got 
money on Sullivan,” to which Fitzpatrick 
replied : "Y ou are a liar.” 
The rem aining rounds up to the seven- 
tie: h were a repetition of the last ten, K il­ 
rain running from Sullivan. 
ROUND SEVENTY’. 
Kilrain was very weak, Sullivan landing 
repeatrdly. K ilrain tried to throw Sullivan 
by catching him by the legs, and then 
slipped and fell. 
ROUND SEVENTY-ONE. 
Kilrain growing weaker, feinted and ran 
away, Sullivan knocking him down with a 
tierce blow in the ribs. 
ROUND SEVENTY-TWO. 
Sullivan forced the fighting, leading and 
landing 
slightly several times, K ilrain 
again going down unhit. 
ROUN’d SEVENTY-THREE. 
Kilrain retreated all around the ring. 
The round ended with K ilrain going down 
to avoid punishm ent. 
ROTND SEVENTY-FOUR. 
K ilrain led, landing slightly on Sullivan. 
The latter finally went down with a alight 
blow.

R ic h b u r g , July 8th.—The first train ar­ 
rived at 5:30, after worrying around half 
the night, and speculating on the chances 
for a fight. People at the hotels, clubs and 
on the street moved with a common im ­ 
pulse toward the depot. 
Down at the depot at 11:30 was an inde­ 
scribable crush. It seemed as though every­ 
body in the city was going to the fight. 
Everybody wanted to get aboard at the 
the same time. Clothes were torn, hats 
crushed and nervous people were shocked, 
but the crowd finally got tnrough. and the 
trains were quickly filled. 
In the throng were m any of the most 
prom inent people in the city of business, 
financial, social and political character. 
During the crush pickpockets tried to get 
in their work, and one sporting m an from 
the north was relieved of his watch and 
chain. The greatest difficulty was experi­ 
enced by the management in keeping the 
people w ithout tickets off the train, and a 
force of detectives was provided in each 
car. 
SOME VENTURESOME PEOPLE 
W ho had no money risked their lives on 
the roofs of the cars, and before the train was 
finally made up Attorney-General Rogers 
came aboard, with Adjutant-Genpral Faires 
and Colonel Clem W alker of the Governor’s 
staff, and stated that the fight m ust posi­ 
tively not take place on Louisiana soil. 
At first no answer was made, but the 
officials were finally told that the men 
would not fight in this State. It was ex­ 
pected the troops would appear at the de­ 
pot, but of the two companies in this city 
one could m uster but forty m en and the 
other only a baker’s dozen.* 
In reply to the requisition on them by 
the Governor for train accommodations for 
troops, the railroad people replied that the 
State could not be accommodated, since all 
the rolling stock has been chartered. 
The 
Governor 
was, however, offered 
transportation with his men on a regular 
train. 
Donovan and bottle-holder Johnny 
M urphy were on the train when Kilrain 
left the city yesterday. 
All the baggage, stronia water, etc., was 
left behind, and Kilrain had to use other 
water, which it was feared m ight h u rt his 
condition. 
At 1:30 first a train of twelve coaches 
pulled out, and the conductor and engineer 
were given religious instructions to go 
straight through to the battleground w ith­ 
out a stop. 
Aboard the train were men 
who furnished the information officially 
that both Sullivan and K ilrain had reached 
the battle ground at 6:30. 
Tnere was scarcely anv betting on the 
train. 
The passengers simply talked over the 
merits of the two men and slept. On the 
train were the Chief of Police of New Or­ 
leans, the Commissioner of Public Build- 
ines; and in fact most of the prom inent 
officials of the city. 
The Attorney-General and staff left the 
car at Slidell, and stood at the railroad sta­ 
tion until morning, waiting for the return­ 
ing train. The fight takes place at Rich­ 
burg, 02 miles from Meridian and 103 from 
New Orleans. 
So perfect are the arrangements that 
there is absolutely no fear of m ilitary in­ 
terference. 
Richburg is virtually owned by Mr. 
Rich. The place covers an area of ten 
thousand acres, 
extending 
over 
three 
counties in Mississippi. The battle-ground 
is on sawdust, and seats over 1,500 people. 
At the Mississippi line there was a party 
of twenty-five arm ed men, and the train 
was flagged. But no attention was paid to 
the signal, and the special dashed by at a 
speed of twenty live miles an hour. It was 
just before daybreak when the train got 
into Mississippi State. 
The ring was pitched and everything in 
readiness for the fight, which was to take 
place at 8 o'clock. 


THE ARRIVAL. 
The first special train reached Richburg 
at 7:40 o'clock. 
The ring was built about an eighth of a 
m ile from the railroad track, at a pretty 
spot with tall pines all around. It was 
leveled, covered with a green turf. 
The ring was made of heavy ropes run 
through stakes deeply driven into the 
ground, with a square of am phitheatrical 
seats on four sides of the ring. Everything 
points to a hard fight and fair play' The 
weather is sultry. 


A T T H E R IN G . 


O n T o ss fo r l'o s itio n , K ilra in 's R e p re ­ 
s e n ta tiv e W in s. 
N ew O r lea n s, July 8th.—There was 
great excitement at the ringside as Bud Re- 
naud, Mike Donovan and Johnnie M urphy 
made their appearance at 9:50 and it be­ 
came apparent that the fight was actually 
to occur. 
On the toss for position, K ilrain’s repre­ 
sentative, Mike Donovan, won and selected 
the northeast corner. 
Muldoon, Sullivan’s 
representative, chose the southwest corner. 
At this juncture the Sheriff of the county 
made his appearance and in the name of 
the State of Mississippi commanded peace, 
and retired, this being the only effort on 
the part of the authorities to interfere with 
the tight. 
The flag of Sullivan, brought from Bos­ 
ton, was placed in his corner, am id great 
enthusiasm . At 10 o’clock, the sun having 
gone behind a cloud, there was no percept­ 
ible advantage in either corner. 
THE PRINCIPALS. 
K ilrain was the first to m ake his appear­ 
ance, accompanied by Donovan and Charlie 
Mitchell. He was greeted with applause, 
but wore a very serious air, as if fully re­ 
alizing the work before him . 
As the crowd recognized the stalwart 
form ot the “ big fellow ” as he jum ped 
into the ring, the cheers were deafening. 
He looked in marked contrast to Kilrain, 
seeming to be perfectly at his ease regard­ 
ing the term ination ot"the contest. 
CHOOSING A REFEREE. 
The nam e of P at Kenrick, of New Or­ 
leans, was offered by K ilrain’s side as 
referee, but he was not acceptable to the 
other side. 
A representative of Sullivan proposing 
the name of John Fitzpatrick, ot New Or­ 
leans. said : 
” I want the lieht to day to 
take place on its merits, and may the best 
man win. I have only one name to pre­ 
sent for the position of reteree, and that one 
is known throughout the State as an up- 
rieht, just and honest man. 
I name John 
Fitzpatrick, of New Orleans.” 
[Great ap­ 
plause.] 
Charley Mitchell said : 
“ I don’t know 
the gentleman just named, but I think if 
the other side want to fight, the one we 
have named ought to satisfy them .” 
Charley Johnson would not agree to this, 
saying that if the K ilrain party would not 
take John Fitzpatrick they did not w ant to 
fight. 
WOULD NOT TOSS UP. 
At this juncture Charley Mitchell pro­ 
posed thev toss up to see which of the 
above-named gentlemen would act as re­ 
feree, but this did not seem to be the wish 
of the Sullivan side. 
Then Professor 
Butler 
proposed the 
nam e of a New York man, who, however, 
did not prove acceptable to the other side, 
and after considerable wrangling over the 
m atter Charley Mitchell finally said they 
were willing to accept Mr. Fitzpatrick, anil 
the 
announcem ent 
was 
received with 
cheers. 
Mitchell here went over and examined 
the spikes in Sulliyah’s shoes, Cleary doing 
the same to K ilrain. 


THE REFEREE'S SrKECH. 
Fitzpatrick : 
" I am not very conversant 
w ith the rules. 
This will be a fair contest 
of the merits of the two men, and I will do 
the best I can. 
In regard to the question 
as to what tim e the thirty seconds between 
the rounds shall commence, I now decide 
that it commences from the tim e a man 
falls.” 
W . E H arding at this mom ent stepped 
up to K ilrain and placing $1,000 in his

N o o n e will deny the benefits of ath ­ 
letic training. 
But, like any other train­ 
ing, to carry it to excess is a crime against 
o ur physical being. 
The devotion of stu­ 
dents to athletics under the spur of com­ 
petition between clubs of rival colleges 
has led to the wrecking of many a man 
physically, and now we have a recent in­ 
stance of serious injury, because of exces­ 
sive physical exertion. 
A t New London, 
in the U niversity boat contests the other 
day, the entire Columbia College crew 
fainted, and had to he lifted from the 
boats and put under medical care. 
This 
was due to the intensity of the physical 
exertions of the men. 
So severe, indeed, 
had been their practice-training, and so 
excessive was the call made upon them in 
the race, that some of the men were ren­ 
dered unconscious for half an hour, some 
were made delirious, and some it is as­ 
serted have received injuries from which 
they will never recover. 
The tension to 
w hich their nervous systems were sub­ 
jected, added to the muscular etiort made, 
proved to much for the brain, and the 
consequences are that some line young 
men are incapacitated for life. 
The 
U niversities of the country will be com­ 
pelled, in self-defense, to lim it the privi­ 
leges of those committed to their charge 
in these contests. 
The managers of the 
institutions will by the public be required 
to exact from tiie students less devotion 
to athletics and more to study. 
These 
managers will not perm it their horses to 
be put to such tasks, or to trials beyond 
th eir strength, and they must show as 
m uch consideration for the hum an beings 
com m itted to college guardianship. 
A th­ 
letic exercises that will fairly develop the 
physical man aud add to the health and 
th e strength of the students w ithout over­ 
taxing are to be commended, but those 
th a t involve tests of endurance by the 
muscles at the exjiense of the vitality of 
th e brain and the nervous system should 
be forbidden. 
M en in student life above 
all tilings need to husband their nervous 
vigor, and they should lie perm itted to do 
nothing th at will im pair this vital force. 


M a s s a c h u s e t t s has commissioned Col­ 
onel Higginson to write a history of the 
deeds and services of the sailors and sol­ 
diers of that State in the army and navy 
of the U nited States. 
Such a history will 
have more than State importance, since it 
will embrace a great deal of national in­ 
terest. 
It would lie a good thing for the 
State of California to engage some compe­ 
tent person in a sim ilar task to perpetuate 
the doings of the men of this State who 
have served the nation or the State in 
arms. 
True, their number was not great, 
but their careers were gallant and reflected 
honor upon the State. 
So small a tribute 
as that should surely be paid to the men of 
th is distant part, who proved their loyalty 
I f such a work is ever attem pted it should 
be done very soon, before all the witnesses 
to the stirring times of the rebellion and 
th e Iudian wars have passed away. 


T h e New York Star is of the opinion 
th at the original statem ents of the loss of 
life at Johnstow n were not exaggerated. 
It holds that the completed registration, 
when all errors of duplication are ex­ 
punged, will show a total of less than sixteen 
thousand, instead of tw enty-three thou­ 
sand registered, as claimed hv those inter­ 
ested in having the showing made as small 
as is possible. 
If 
the Star's claim is 
.sound, than the loss of life was, including 
those lo~t from trains, not less than flftecn 
thousand souls. It is quite im portant that, 
as nearly as can he done, the exact total of 
loss shall be ascertained.

Although Mrs. B loth had for several 
years resided in Indianapolis, from her 
long residence in Terre H aute and close 
associations with all our old families, her 
departure will be felt deeply here; m any 
will mourn for her and recall the virtues 
of this rem arkable woman. 
Mrs. Booth was born in the last century, 
in North Carolina, of that sterling Quaker 
stock which contributed many of our ex­ 
cellent pioneer families to this country, 
and early removed to Salem, Indiana, 
where she was married to Mr. Beebee 
Booth, and where her children were born. 
M r. Booth waa in Terre H aute as early as 
1818, but became a perm anent resident in 
1841 or 1842, when he removed here with hia 
family to engage in mercantile business, 
from which he retired in 1850. Most of his 
life, for two-score years, in this city, was 
passed in the old homestead at Sixth and 
Ohio, and in the block which replaced it. 
Mrs. Booth was rem arkable alike for her 
mental and physical strength. Of her it 
could be said, long after the allotted years 
of live were gone, that her “ eye was not 
dim ,’’ nor her “ natural force abated.” 
W hen she first came here, those who met 
her saw her in the plain aud distinctive 
garb of the sect from which she sprang, 
and the simple cap shaded a beautiful face, 
the cheek retained its bloom till the pre­ 
monitory stroke of death, the eye its 
brightness, and the browtl hair showed 
scarcely a silver thread. W hen others of 
the same venerable age were decrepit aud 
bent under their years she walked and sat 
erect. Her strong mind, alert, decided, 
vigorous, m arked by clear and independent 
thought, resisted the approach of age. She 
read and thought much of the topics which 
interested the thoughtful or absorbed the 
patriotic. 
Characters of former genera­ 
tions, heroic women of the past, who im ­ 
pressed their resolution and virtues upon 
their sons, who by their individuality live 
in story or history, while weaker ones are 
forgotten, were revived in Mrs. Booth. 
It 
was natural that one so strong in m ind, so 
decided in thought and firm in character, 
should be intense in feeling and bold in ex­ 
pression, and it was also consistent that 
one impressed in youth by the writings of 
that sect, which was both gentle and heroic, 
meek and courageous, should be true to 
every conviction of truth and honor as re­ 
vealed to her. But if firm and constant, she 
was not obtrusive, and as is often the case 
with forceful characters, her strength was 
reserved and her 
feelings suppressed. 
She was surrounded by a family which 
could be sources alike of pride and honor. 
H er son. the Hon. Newton Booth, ex-Sen­ 
ator of California, after his education at 
Greencastle and practice at the Terre H aute 
bar, went to California in 1850, to acquire 
wealtn and honor. A nother son, the late 
W alter Booth, in the more contracted 
sphere as a m erchant in the neighboring 
city of Paris, 111., developed a character and 
lived a life more adm irable and enviable 
than m any adorned by riches and fame; 
and Lyman Booth, who lately died at 
Marshall, was another son, whose force, 
ability and character were not lim ited by a 
sm all field. Mrs. John S. Tarkingtoc, of 
Indianapolis, and Mrs. Ames, of Green- 
caslle, are the surviving daughters. Lucius 
Booth, the younger son, died several years 
ago in Terre Haute, and the loss of this son, 
the only child left at home, peculiarly 
affected the m other’s usually constant firm­ 
ness and the underlying tenderness was 
more manifest than usual. 
H er severest 
bereavement, tne death of three sons and 
her husband, were endured in the closing 
years of her life. A slight paralytic stroke, 
last year, marked the relaxing of her firm 
tenure of life, and gradually, gently, its 
hold relaxed, ceased. Tbe unwavering and 
consistent life was ended, the pure and 
elevated character done with living be­ 
comes the cherished memory of her chil­ 
dren, who will arise up and call her 
blessed. 


SCHOOL MATTERS. 


T h e J a c o b s L o t, a n d t h e K in d o f B u ild ­ 
in g to b e E r e c t e d T h e r e o n . 
There was a special meeting of the City 
Board of Education last evening, held for 
the purpose of completing the purchase of 
the lot at Twenty-first and L streets, belong­ 
ing to W illiam Jacobs. 
The latter did not 
put in an appearance, and the matter had 
to be postponed. The lot may be regarded 
as purchased, however, only some m inor 
details of the transaction rem aining to be 
considered. 
The next thing in order will be to adver­ 
tise for bids for tbe erection of the new 
school building, which has already been 
designed by architect H am ilton. It is to 
be an eight-room, two-story school build­ 
ing. of tbe Colonial style. The principal 
front will face on L street, flanked with a 
round tower on the corner, a bay-window 
in the center and a porch adjoiniug it, with 
broad and easy steps leading thereto, and 
from which opens tbe main entrance. This 
is also intended for the girls’ entrance. The 
entrance fur boys will be on Twenty-first 
street, both leading directly into a spacious 
right-angle hallway, in which are the 
doors to 
four large and conveniently- 
arranged school-rooms, girls’ cloak and 
lunch-room, aud teachers’ recepiioa-room 
adjoining the latter. 
The windows of these last-named rooms 
will open upon a broad balcony extending 
from the tower to tbe bay-window. At the 
intersection of the halls, and opposite to 
the side entrance, is the hat and coat room 
for boys. In the bay-window there will 
be a broad open stairway leading to the 
second floor, and will be for girls only. 
Underneath and at the top of these stairs 
are cosy alcoves, with seats in them where­ 
on the girls may rest. 
In the hallway of 
the side entrance will be another broad 
stairwav to the second floor, for boys. The 
second floor is to be subdivided, the same 
as tbe first, into four school-rooms, separate 
hat-rooms for boys and girls and a teach­ 
ers'reception-room . A ltogether.it makes, 
according to the plan as drawn, a commo­ 
dious and handsome building. 
This school, when opened, will greatly 
relieve the over-crowded classes of the 
other gram m ar schools, and also be a great 
convenience to pupils residing beyond Fif­ 
teenth street eastward. 
The Board has fig­ 
ured c irefully on the cost, and finds that 
the purchase of the lot and erection of the 
building is not going to materially cramp 
its financial resources.

T h e y W r e s t It: L o n g a n d H a r d W ith t h e 
F in a n c ia l Statem ent. 
The Board of Supervisors m et in regular 
session yesterday, all the members present. 
A. B. Bryant, Overseer of Road District 
No. 16, subm itted his report, which was re­ 
turned because of informality. 
Report of Barton Daniels, Overseer of 
Road District No. 15, was received, read 
and approved. 
The sum of $18 was ordered borrowed 
from Road District No. 18, and placed in 
District No. 2. 
A large batch of demands from parties 
who claimed to have been called as w it­ 
nesses in the Silas Chance investigation 
were rejected. 
A communication was received from Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner, in relation to the 
m atter of publication of the county finan­ 
cial statem ent. 
He outlined a method un­ 
der which the expenditures of each depart­ 
m ent could be summarized, and thus avoid 
the publication of a prolonged detailed 
statem ent of items. 
Placed on file. 
The demands of the following-named 
persons were withheld for payment from 
the road fund of 1890 : J. Burns, $12; J. 
W all, $22; L. H. Fassett, $104 60: J. L. 
W arren, $50; L. H . Fassett, $50; A. M. 
Plum m er, $143 65, and Friend & Terry 
Lumber Company, $69 95. 
The contract between the Board and the 
American River and Bridge Company was 
read, under the terms of which the com- 
oany is to construct a bridge over the 
Cosnmnes river, on the site of the old Mc­ 
Cabe bridge, the same to be completed by 
October 15th. The bridge is to be 300 feet 
long, of two spans, with a pier in the cen­ 
ter, and the price tobe paid therefor is $17,­ 
550. The contractors are required to give a 
bond in tbe sum of $10,000 tor the faithful 
completion of the work. 
Supervisor Bates offered a resolution pro­ 
viding that, in view of the District A ttor­ 
ney’s advice, bids will be asked for the 
publication of the sem i-annual detailed 
statem ent of the county's finances, the con­ 
tract therefor to be let to the lowest bidder, 
in any newspaper published in Sacramento 
county. 
Supervisor Ross thought the publication 
should be limited to the transactions of the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Supervisor Tebbets was of the opinion 
that, but for the District A ttorney’s opin­ 
ion, the resolution m ight he so modified 
that the lorm er order m ight be allowed to 
stand. 
The roll was called on Bates’ motion, 
and the old order rescinded by the unani­ 
mous vote of the Board. 
The Bates resolution was then taken up. 
and Greer said he did not believe the law 
ever contemplated the publication of a de­ 
tailed statem ent of every item of the vari­ 
ous departments, but only of the financial 
condition of the county as shown by the 
proceedings of the Board. 
A long and informal discussion of the 
m atter ensued, and the resolution was lost, 
with the understanding that the Board 
would further consider the matter. 
On motion of Mr. Greer, the County 
Auditor was insiructed to prepare a finan­ 
cial statem ent of the county’s affairs for 
six m onths, to be submitted to the Board 
for its consideration. 
On motion of Bates, the Board ordered 
that the payment of $50 m onthly to the 
Sacramento City and County Improvement 
Association be discontinued from July 1st, 
owing to the present lack of funds.

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QUEER ARGUMENTS. 


SOME NOVEL OBJECTIONS OFFERED 
TO HORSE CARS. 


The Trustees Listen to Them and Lay 
the Matter Over—Cemetery Report 
—Nuisance Complained of. 


The City Fathers, Mayor Gregory and 
Trustees McLaughlin and Wolf, held their 
regular session yesterday morning. Chief 
Engineer W illiams, of the W ater Works, 
reported that for the past week 39,255,750 
gallons of water had been pumped, the 
Stevens pnmp being in operation 103 hours, 
and the Holly 95 hours. 
Extension of time was granted for the 
grading, etc., of Front street, from the cen­ 
ter line of Q to the center line of U. 
THE CITY’S FINANCES. 
W . E. Gerber, City Treasurer, made the 
following report:

City Expert Clarken made a partial re­ 
port, stating that he had not examined all 
of the books, but would complete the work 
and make a full report at the next meet­ 
ing. 
CEMETERY MATTERS. 
R. W . Parker, Superintendent of the 
City Cemetery, submitted his quarterly re­ 
port of unpaid lots in the cemetery, and 
also vault dues. He also made the follow­ 
ing suggestions: The west wall and fence 
are in very bad condition, and I think we 
should have a new vault, as the present 
one is too small and also a disgrace to the 
cemetery. [The Board begged to differ 
with biro on this point]. There are sev­ 
eral bodies in the vault for which no fees 
have been collected for several years. I 
would suggest that their friends he notified, 
and if they do not respond, that I would be 
allowed to remove the same. 
The entrance to the cemetery on Tenth 
street should be repaired by bituminous 
rock or square stones. 
The chapel is in very bad condition in 
regard to carpet and furniture. 
STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
The Mayor then took up the m atter of 
granting to the Central Street Railway 
Company a franchise giving them the right 
to operate their road by cable, horse or 
m ule power, or electric motor, and allow­ 
ing them a iranchise for a road on Nine­ 
teenth street from J to G. 
A petition was presented, signed by 
property owners along the route of the 
Central Street Railroad Company’s road, 
asking the Board to grant the company 
their request, but upon the express under­ 
standing and agreement that the money 
which they (the property-owners), had sub­ 
scribed be refunded. 
E. 
K. Aisip spoke briefly in support of 
the Central Railway Company. He did 
not think that the Board should decide 
upon private contracts between the Central 
Street Railroad Company and private in­ 
dividuals. A waiver was presented, agree­ 
ing that no action which the Trustees 
m ight take would affect any agreements 
between the Central Street Company and 
subscribers thereto. 
Grove L. Johnson, who had been en­ 
gaged by the signers of the petition, made 
a lengthy argument in support of the rights 
of those property-owners who signed the 
petition. The Board, he held, should re­ 
spect the request of the subscribers to the 
road. The subscribers to this road paid 
out their money with the express under­ 
standing that the cars would be propelled 
by electricty. Would they have subscribed 
the am ouut they did, if they thought horses 
were to be used? This is a question the 
Board shon'.d take into consideration before 
th e determined upon taking action. The 
waiver presented by Mr. Alsip he did not 
think would amount to anything in a legal 
sense. He (JohnsoD) was not interested 
in the matter one way or another, but 
from a business standpoint he could not 
see how the Board could consistently grant 
any such franchise, without first consult­ 
ing the interests of subscribers. 
Captain Dwyer, E. A. Burr and A. A. 
Van Voorhies were in favor of making the 
Central Street Railway Company live up to 
their contract. It was all very well for 
persons to come before the Board and urge 
that the franchise should be granted. It 
did not m atter to them whether there was 
a road at all or not, but a horse car road 
was better than none. They thought every­ 
one who had anything to say should be 
first asked: “Are you a subscriber to the 
road?’’ 
L. B. Bcrke was in favor of permitting 
the company to run horsecars as long as 
they wished. He would give $50 more if 
horse cars wouid be run, instead of electric. 
The latter were dangerous, and once nearly 
ran over his child and started his horse on 
a runaway. 
S. W asserman was in favor of the horse 
road, and although one of the largest sub­ 
scribers to the enterprise he was will­ 
ing to iet his subscription stand all the 
same. 
George A. Mott. Peter Newman and A. 
C. Tufts w anted the Board to grant the 
franchise. The road was good enough for 
them —it afforded the same convenience as 
if the cars were propelled by electricity. 
Mr. Lewis, President of the company, 
said that tire petition gotten ud against the 
road was originated by E. A. Burr. It was 
simply a personal matter on the part of 
Mr. Burr against him (Lewis), and but for 
this reason there would have been no such 
thing brought before the Board. 
Mr. Johnson again had the floor and 
offered a few examples to illustrate the 
matter. 
Suppose,” said Mr. Johnson. “I 
should go into a tailor-shop and order a 
broadcloth suit and when I went to get my 
suit the tailor should give me one made of 
cassimere. I would object to receiving the 
clothes, on the ground that they had not 
filled my order correctly or properly. Then, 
supposing the tailor would say, ‘Why, Mr. 
Tufts says cassimere is just as good for him 
as broadcloth.’ do you think I would take 
the suit on such an agreement?” 
Mr. Alsip said that if the main point of 
objection was as to the legality of the 
waiver be presented, then he would make 
one that would be good, if the one he pre­ 
sented was not, and would allow any attor­ 
ney to draw it up, even Mr. Johnson him ­ 
self.The arguments then closed and the m at­ 
ter was laid before the Board for action. 
Mayor Gregory spoke in favor of grant­ 
ing the franchise, and thought that if the 
Board intended to promote enterprise in 
this rity, it wonld not be consistent in them 
to refuse to grant the franchise. The com­ 
pany had acted in good faith in ail their 
work, and they should not be discouraged 
in their efforts. Moreover, they should be 
given the same rights as other similar cor­ 
porations. 
McLaughlin and Wolf were opposed to 
the Mayor's views, and were ready to vote 
“no" on the petition. 
Mr. Aisip said that if the franchise was 
rejected and they were compelled to run 
electric cars, they would do so os long as 
they could, but only one car would be 
used, and people could see how they liked 
this system—that Is, one car to run be­ 
tween the depot and Oak Pat k, making a 
trip or two in a day. They could do this, 
live up to their contract, and abandon 
horse cars altogether. 
After some further discussion the matter 
was again laid over for one week. 
AN A1.LEC.KD NUISANCE. 
M. F. Hoit appeared before the Board 
and complained of the nuisance caused by 
the deposit of sewage on the low ground 
near Y street, where the pump is stationed. 
The Mayor assured him that the m atter 
would receive the prompt auentiou of the 
Board. 
STREET IMPROVEMENT. 
H . C. Ewing was awarded the contract 
for grading, graveling, etc., Fifteenth street 
from L to M, and Thirteenth from J to K. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
An afternoon session of the Board was 
held, in which a few minor matters came 
up. The City Engineer was instructed to 
prepare an estimate of the cost of continu­ 
ing the Seventeenth street sewer to the Y 
street pump. 
M f‘or Gregory again brought up the m at­ 
ter O i'the loose way in which the street 
sprinklers pretended to live up to their 
contracts. Complaint was being made on 
all sides, he said. 
Trustee McLaughlin held that, with the 
present facilities for obtaining water, the 
sprinklers could do no better, and the m at­ 
ter was dropped. 
James Wood was given permission to 
construct a wooden sidewalk on Fourteenth 
street, between P and Q, on the ground 
that the property owner was not able to 
pcv for a stone walk. 
Architect Hamilton reported to the Board 
that the work of properly bracing the tanks 


on the old City Hall had been completed, 
and he thought the building could now be 
considered safe. The Board examined the 
work, and regarding it as satisfactory they 
allowed Mr. Hamilton $500. 
The Mayor and Trustee McLaughlin ex­ 
pressed themselves as dissatisfied with the 
manner in which the City Engineer was 
doing his work, and it was ordered that he 
be cited to appear before the Board next 
Wednesday to explain himself. [It is said 
that Engineer Murray has been quite ill of 
late.j 
MUST STAND TRIAL.

SHOT IN THE BiCK. 


Nelson, the Alleged Highway Robber, 
Must Go Before a Jury. 
George Nelson, the man arrested for the 
robbery of Messrs. Davis and Cownie near 
the American river bridge some days ago, 
was examined yesterday before Justice of 
the Peace Henry. The examination com­ 
menced at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, and 
was not concluded until 0 in the evening. 
The prosecution was conducted by District 
Attorney Bruner, and J. C. Tubbs de­ 
fended the prisoner. All the circumstances 
of the robbery, and the movements of Nel­ 
son on the day it occurred, were fully in­ 
quired into, and the testimony of a large 
num ber of persons taken. 
Mr. Cownie, one of the parties robbed, 
identified (or claimed to identify) the shirt 
worn by the accused as the same that orna­ 
mented the person of the man who “ held 
up ” himself and Davis, and he also recog­ 
nized his voice. 
From the testimony taken it appears that 
Nelson left the saloon at the bridge not 
later than 12:40 o'clock that afternoon, and 
that he did not reach the dairy until about 
1:40, although the latter wa3 only about 
five m inutes’ walk from the saloon. His 
wheieabouts during that hour are, ap­ 
parently, not accounted for. 
After hearing all the testimony in the 
case and the arguments of counsel, the 
Court ordered Nelson held for trial, with 
bail fixed at $2,000. 
UP THE RIVER. 
A Party of Sacramentan» Have a Rollick­ 
ing Time in a Launch. 
A party of pleasure-seekers, chaperoned 
by W illiam F. Huntoon and Dr. Tebbets, 
had a delightful time Sunday, in the launch 
Canvasback, which is run by a naphtha 
engine. A run of twenty miles was made 
up the river to the Pritchard lakes, where 
the party stopped for lunch. The visitors, 
after satiating the inner man, romped about 
the fields, played baseball, etc., for some 
time. An imitation Police Court was or­ 
ganized, in which Messrs. Huntoon and 
Collins were tried for an assault with a 
deadly weapon upon a poor defenseless 
cat. The feline was brought into Court, 
but was reticent about giving testimony. 
District Attorney Bruner, who was one of 
the merry-makers, acted as prosecutor, 
while Dr. Tebbets defended the prisoners. 
After able arguments by both of ttiese gen­ 
tlemen, the case was submitted to the jury, 
and the unanimous verdict was “guilty as 
charged." The trip horns was eventful. 
The supply of oil gave out, and the gentle­ 
men had to doff their coats and take to the 
oars. 
THE LATEST. 
A Sacramento Man’s Device to Prevent 
Field Fires From Spreadiug. 
The following communication was read 
before the Board of Supervisors yesterday, 
but no action was taken thereon. Appar- 
antly the members were not deeply im ­ 
pressed with the practicability of the 
device: 
Sacramento, July 5th. 
7*o the Honorable Board of Supervisor* of Sac­ 
ramento County—G entlem en : 1 desire to call 
your attention to my system of preventing the 
spread of field and forest fires. It consi.tsof 
sheets of iron about two feet wide, clinched 
firmly together and reeled up on hose carts. In 
ease of fire this iron is stretched along fiat on 
the ground, and back fires set. As soon as the 
back fires are burned away from the sheet iron it 
is reeled up and stretched out again, and more 
back tires are set. 
Ever county should keep them on hand in the 
farming and timber sections of the county, and 
the State should also be provided with these 
fire preventers to preserve the public parks.

THE CHINESE QUARTER ONCE MORE 
THE SCENE OF A MURDER. 


As Usual N othing Definite Can lie 
Learned of the M atter—The 
M urderers Escape. 


Another one of those mysterious high­ 
binder shooting affairs occurred in China­ 
town last night about 10 o’clock. As usual, 
little could be learned of the facts of the 
case. 
Suey Kay, who is an ironer in a laundry 
on Third street, near J, was set upon by 
two other Chinese at the corner of I and 
Third, and during the scuffle both of them 
took a shot at him. 
Wong Ah Chow and Gee Jeon were his 
assailants. 
A large crowd of jabbering Mongols 
gathered around the prostrate man im ­ 
mediately after the shooting, but none of 
them offered him any assistance, or made 
any effort to stop the fleeing murderers. 
W hen the police arrived they stood by and 
continued to jabber among themselves, 
but not a word of information would they 
give the officers. “No sabe,” was the reply 
each one gave when questioned about the 
matter. 
The wounded man was taken to the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital, followed by the noisy 
crowd. They crowded into the operating- 
room with most exasperating persistency, 
and it took the officers some time to run 
them out. 
W hen Dr. Nichols arrived the wounded 
Chinaman was resting easily on one ol the 
cots, chatting with several of his Celestial 
friends who had been permitted to remain 
in the room on the plea of being “cousins.” 
The doctor examined the patient care­ 
fully. A large hole was found in the ab­ 
domen, about two inches to the right of 
the navel, another in the back directly hor­ 
izontal to and on the same side as the 
other, where the bullet'passed through, and 
a third wound in the right shoulder. The 
doctor was at a loss to reconcile the story 
told by the wounded man about only being 
shot twice, with the state of affairs as he 
found them. It looked like three shots— 
the pulse being too strong for the 
shock that must necessarily have been 
the result, and the appearance of the 
wounds did not indicate one shot. Still, 
when the probe was applied, it indicated 
that the Chinaman’s statement was true. 
The bullet, which entered the shoulder, 
went in so far that it could not be reached 
with the probe. 
The wound in the abdomen was pro­ 
nounced by the doctor to be fatal. 
The victim of the assault stated that he 
was walking up I street wholly unsuspect­ 
ing ot any danger, when Chow and Jeow 
approached him and demanded that he 
give them money. He had just received 
$60 a short time previous, it appeared, and 
the two highbinders knew that he had it 
with him. He refused to give it to them 
and walked away. A second later, how­ 
ever, he heard the report of a revolver be­ 
hind him and felt the sting of a bullet as it 
pierced his back. He turned around just 
in time to receive another shot in the shoul­ 
der. He does not know which of the two 
men fired first, but is confident that each 
fired a shot. 
Another version to the affair is that the 
wounded man tried to win the affections of 
an I-street almond-eyed belle, who had 
sworn eternal fidelity to Wong Ah Chow. 
The latter heard of Kay’s aspirations, and, 
securing the assistance of jeon, sought out 
the would-be lover and shot him . 
Police officers searched high and low for 
the shooters last night, but up to a late 
hour they had not been apprehended. 
A CHINATOWN HORROR. 
Shocking D eath of an 01*1 N egro W om an 
by Hunting. 
About m idnight last night as officer 
Higgins, who is on night duty at the Police 
Station, was going to his lunch he noticed 
a group of chattering Chinamen on I 
street, between Second and Third, and on 
inquiring the cause of their excitement 
was told that a negro woman living up­ 
stairs was burned to death. The officer 
climbed the rickety stairway and by the 
aid of a match found the room, and there 
discovered the woman’s corpse. He re­ 
turned to the Station and telephoned to the 
R ecord-U n io n office, and a reporter hast­ 
ened to the spot. 
Officer Higgins and the reporter ascended 
to the dark and narrow hallway that led 
through the foul-smelling old garret, along 
which they groped their way till they 
came to a door on which hung a number 
of old and ragged articles of female ap­ 
parel. Striking a light, the door was push­ 
ed open, when a most shocking sight was 
disclosed. The room is only about six feet 
wide, and most of it is occupied by a bed. 
On the floor between the bed and the door, 
lay the naked body of the unfortunate 
woman, burned to a crisp. Not a shred of 
clothing remained on the body. It was 
a sickening sight, indeed, the face being 
horribly distorted and the tongue protrud­ 
ing from the mouth. On a little table by 
the head of the bed was a piece of candle 
and a number of little bottles and vials. 
The bedding was not burned, but the floor 
was wet, as if the poor creature had poured 
water thereon to quench the flames. 
The indications were that her clothing 
caught fire from the candle, and that before 
overcome by the llamea she had endeavored 
to quench them. 
Deceased was a woman somewhat ad­ 
vanced in age. and had for several years 
occupied the dingy quarters where her 
body was found. She was known as a 
bard drinker, and the probability is that 
she was more or less under the influence 
of liquor or opium when she set fire to her­ 
self. Although known to the police and 
others for a long time, nobody could be 
found last night who knew her name. 
Coroner Clark was at once notified of the 
woman’s dvatb, and the corpse was re­ 
moved.

THE STREET-CAR FRANCHISE. 
j Prospect that the J-Street Cars W ill be 
j 
Taken Off. 
The Board of City Trustees yesterday 
listened to arguments for and against 
granting the request of the Central Street 
Railway Company for a modification of 
its charter so as to perm it them to use 
horses, and again postponed action for a 
week. The whole m atter has finally come 
dow n to an effort on the part of a small 
number of those who subscribed towards 
the construction of the road to evade the 
payment of their subscriptions. They ad­ 
m it that the road was promptly and well 
b u ilt; that its construction has' enhanced 
the value of property all along the line ; 
that the present horse-car service is excel­ 
lent and giving satisfaction, but they say 
they subscribed . with the understanding 
that it was to be an electric road, and un­ 
less it is to be run by electricity they will 
not pay the amounts subscribed by them.

It would seem as though the question as 
to whether the subscribers must pay the 
amounts subscribed, in case the road'is not 
run by electricity, is a matter of law, and 
not for the Trustees to decide. If the com­ 
pany has not carried out its part of the 
contract with the subscribers it will not be 
able to collect, but it is the dutv of the 
Board of City Trustees to do that which is 
best for the people of the whole city. The 
question is, “ Since it is evidently' impos­ 
sible at this time to have an electric road, 
do we want a horse-car line?” The senti­ 
ment of the people is almost unanimous 
in favor of the horse cars, in preference to 
noneat all. or even in preference to a poor 
and unsatisfactory electric road. 
At the meeting of the Board yesterday 
L. L. Lewis, President of the Central Rail­ 
road Company, said that there was but one 
thing for the company to do. If on Mon­ 
day next the Board refused to modify the 
franchise, the horse cars would be with­ 
drawn and the single electric car put on 
again and run as often as the company 
could afford to run it, which would not be 
very often. He said they should regret 
very much to be compelled to take this 
step, but there was no other course left for 
them . They had put a large am ount of 
money in the road; it was paid for, and 
they did not propose to go in debt for 
further equipments upon an uncertainty. 
AMUSEMENTS. 
“ Old Jed Prouty ” was played last night 
by Mr. Golden at the Metropolitan Theater. 
There has been presented here no better- 
staged play. It was mounted with an at­ 
tention to detail that was very nearly the 
perfection of stage-setting and manage­ 
ment. The play is a clean, interesting and 
exceedingly humorous sketch of Y'ankee 
life of the rural order in the far parts 
of Maine. The company is a thoroughly 
good one, and there is in it no weak tim ­ 
ber. Mr. Golden’s "Jed Prouty” is one of 
the neatest and altogether best bits of ec­ 
centric character acting ever seen here. In 
style it strongly resembles the method and 
tone given by Denman Thompson to 
“Joshua W hitcomb.” But in many re­ 
spects it is a better character and better 
played. There is a total absence of the 
vulgarisms Mr. Thompson introduces. 
“Josh” was vulgar and rude at times, “Jed” 
never is. W hile he is rural, simple and 
eccentric, he is all the time actu­ 
ated by the instincts of the true 
gentleman.

ludicrous mistakes, but never descends to 
rudeness or to the level of the boor. Mr. 
Golden’s art, while confined to depicting a 
simple country character, is nevertheless 
finished, delicate and distinguished by the 
fine touches of a master. No comedy has 
appeared here that has been more heartily 
approved by an audience. Miss Irwin is 
entitled to rank next to Mr. Golden in the 
skill with which she interprets a difficult 
role; scarcely second to her are Harry Rich, 
F. R. Jackson and H. M. Morse in eccentric 
characters, each as neatly drawn as that 
portayal by Mr. Golden. Two very preco­ 
cious children add very much to the inter­ 
est, hum or and lull success of the piece. 
The play will be repeated to-night and 
ought to draw a lull house of lovers of 
clean, interesting and thoroughly capable 
acting. The old Maine "tavern,” and the 
Boston “flat.” the life-like scene in the 
country Justice’s Court are alone sufficient 
attraction if the excellence of the quartet 
and the drollery and pathos of Mr. Golden 
were not in themselves thoroughly enter­ 
taining. 
At the Metropolitan Theater Friday and 
Saturday next and for a Saturday matinee 
W illiam Gilmore’s spectacular farce, “ The 
Twelve Temptations,” will be given. All 
the scenery used in San Francisco will be 
shown here also, and the entire company 
that played there and in New York will 
appear, sixty-eight neople in all, including 
the “ European Ballet Troupe." The cos- 
tuaiery is represented as something supe­ 
rior to anything yet exhibited here. "T he 
Twelve Temptations ” was originally an 
equestrian spectacle, and first produced at 
the old National Theater, Philadelphia. 
The manuscript and right of production, 
after some years, fell to the estate of 
Jam es Fisk, Jr., from which Gilmore 
purchased it. He was then presenting, 
however, “ The Devil’s Auction” spectacle, 
and delayed producing the "Temptations ” 
for some six years in consequence. The 
piece was rewritten by Charles H. Yale, 
the author of "Zamara ” and “The Devil’s 
Auction,” and who was lor a time associ­ 
ated with the Kiralfy's. Several carloads 
of scenery are used in the production and 
a great many novel mechanical effects, 
a suggestion of panorama, considerable 
pantouiine, many songs, a variety ot dances 
and marches, a score of gnomes, imps and 
acrobats, a lull corps de ballet, original 
music, transformation scenes, caverns, ab­ 
bey interiors, etc If half that is promised 
of the spectacle is realized it will be well 
worth the seeing. The box office opens 
Thursday.

A N O TH ER BU RIED CITY. 
W onderful D iscovery oi A ncient R uins in 
H onduras. 
Los A ngeles, July 8th.—The Timet pub­ 
lishes the following dispatch from Teguci- 
gal pa, Honduras, from A. J. Miller, which 
comes via New Orleans : “ It was not until 
now that 1 was at liberty to inform you 
that I had made the discovery of a buried 
city, hitherto uukuowu to the civilized 
world, it being uecessaty to take precau­ 
tions against others robbing me of the 
fruits ot the hnd. The discovery was made 
during our sojourn in Olancho, about a 
month since, and I have just obtained from 
the Honduras Government the exclusive 
right of excavation. The ruins are located 
in the new Department of Mosquito, about 
150 miles from the mouth of the I’atook 
river and len miles from the mouth of the 
Guarupoo, one of its main tributaries. 
They are approached only by the liver, no 
path or trail passiDg within three leagues. 
The Indians of this region are the I’oyas, 
and none of their traditions point to the 
existence of such ruins, so that they ante­ 
date their oldest civilization. 
“ The ruins, partly buried by the debris 
of ages and covered by an immense forest, 
are perhaps two miles square, and the 
greater portion is in an excellent state of 
preservation. Our casual inspection devel­ 
oped not only evidences of a former city, 
partly surrounded by a wall, but an im­ 
mense workshop where the ancient Indian 
sculptors manufactured many of the beau­ 
tiful designs observed. White granite en­ 
tered largely into all of the implements 
and utensils found and this presents a 
curious study, as no stoue of this class is 
found anywhere in this immediate section 
of Honduras. 
“Ainoug the relics, in good preservation, 
were found immense tablets of stone weigh­ 
ing 800 pounds, granite bowls on three legs 
Weighing forty pounds, tortillas blocks of 
various sizes weighing twenty-five to 600 
pounds, urns and vases, chased in curious 
hieroglyphics, or ornamented with the 
beads of snakes, turtles, tigers, or rude hu­ 
man forms. The carving and genetal or­ 
namentations were similar iusome respects 
to those found about Capan and Quirigua. 
They are undoubtedly very ancient.”

Teams, drays, lumber wagons and brick 
carts are busily engaged in hauling mate­ 
rial for re-construc:ion. The determina­ 
tion is to make Eliensburg the mo3t solid 
city in the Northwest increases, and the 
prospect of getting money for this purpose 
adds to the determination. 
This afternoon a telegram was received 
from Boston capitalists offering to loan 
$100,000 on long time and at rersonable 
rates of interest.

The Indians at Cool Creek, Dak., held a 
long council yesterday afternoon, but sep­ 
arated without reaching a conclusion. 
A barn belonging to H. H. Chittenden, 
near Vacaville, was destroyed by fire Satur­ 
day. The tire was the work of an incen­ 
diary. 
H. A. Person, drowned at Chicago Sun­ 
day night, was not ft citizen of Idaho, but 
of San Francisco. He was a member of 
the Pacific Club there. 
Last Friday a saloon keeper at Pine 
Grove, Esmeralda county, Nevada, named 
Lavarono, was shot to death by a man 
named Stevens, over a game of cards. 
It is reported that thirty Russian officers 
passed Bralia, Roumania, on the way to 
Servia, and that the Russian Government 
has been sending materials of war and 
pontoons to Reni, in Bessarabia, and the 
month of the Danube. 
The late John Norqnay, ex-Premier of 
Manitoba, was given a State burial yester­ 
day afternoon at Winnipeg. Judges, mem­ 
bers of the Legislature, Board of Trade, 
City Council and other civic bodies took 
part in the parade. The funeral was the 
largest ever scene in the Canadian North­ 
west. 
A delegation representing the Bangor 
and Piscatoques Railroad and Bangor and 
Maine Board of Trade appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce 
yesterday at Washington and argued in 
favor of granting the Canadian Pacific even 
terms with American roads on freight to 
and trom Western points. 
The annual wrestling matches at Grass 
Valley closed Saturday night, after three 
days’ contests. There was a large attend­ 
ance and successful sport. Saturday after­ 
noon William Mutton, while wrestling 
with Sam Sneel for the first prize, had his 
right shoulder dislocated. Tue hurt is 
dangerous, so the doctois say. 
William Shadly, who had been working 
for William T. Coleman at Coleman Sta­ 
tion, near Death Valiev, lett for Mojave on 
foot on June 9ih. He was touud dead on 
June 21st. twenty-five miles from there, 
near the road, with his canteen empty, by 
two men passing on their return. They 
took letters and other things from the 
body and buried him. 
Word has been received from Cairo from 
Col. Wodehouse, commander of the Egypt­ 
ian troops, that he has sighted the Der- 
vishers, who are moving northward 5,000 
strong. Wodehouse says his forcéis not 
strong enough to make another attack, but 
he is following them with all available 
troops in steamers. He advises the collec­ 
tion of a strong force at Assouan to co-op­ 
erate with him. 
A fire broke out in a Fresno building in 
Chinatown, occupied as a laundry, at 11 
o’clock Sunday night, and before the flames 
could be checked eight fine buildings, the 
Joss House and a two-storv brick block, 
the latter belonging to G. R. Rallins, were 
destroyed. There was no insurance except 
on the brick block, which was worth 
$12,000; insured for $6,000. The stock of 
Wong Yong, in the same building, was in­ 
sured for $2,500. The fire originated from 
an explosion of a coal oil lamp.

Sullivan generously answered, “Of course I 
will,” but Mike Donovan, seeing the con­ 
dition of his principal, and to save him 
further punishment, threw up the sponge, 
and Sullivan had again proven his title as 
champion of the world.

So universal was the 
anxiety to hear the result of the contest 
that many did little else during the day 
than inquire about the latest news. Fully 
10,000 persons collected about the news­ 
paper bulletin-boards this morniDg, eagerly 
awaiting the news from the ring. 
The sentiment of the crowd was favor 
able to the Baltimore boy, and a deep 
gloom pervaded the faces of most of those 
in the throng after the posting of the rumor 
that the “big fellow” had actually won the 
fight. 
Bookmakers say that although Sullivan 
was the favorite in this city many thou­ 
sand dollars were place on Kilrain. 
W’liy He Lost the B attle. 
N ew Y ork, July 8th.—A World special 
says Kilrain attributes the result to his be­ 
ing drugged. He also claimed he was im­ 
properly trained. He had Sullivan done 
up twice, but was unable to take advantage 
of the situation. 
Mitchell says Kilrain was beaten because 
it was one of his off days. 
Johnny Mnrphy said it was not Sullivan 
who knocked Kilrain out but the sun, for 
Sullivan did not hurt him much. Kiirain’s 
condition he thought was mysterious and 
the pugilist was over-trained besides. 


.JOHN LA W REN CE SULLTVAN. 
A Sketch of the M ost R enow ned Pugilist 
of H is Tim e. 
John L. Snllivan was born of Irish parents 
on the Highlands of Boston about thirty 
years ago. His father is a small man, not 
over five feet five inches tall, and never 
weighed above 150 pounds in his life. His 
mother is a very large, powerful woman, 
and it Is by the maternal side that he in­ 
herits his great physical powers. He is not 
a tail man, being about five feet ten inches 
tail, but he possesses a most powerful 
frame, and his ordinary weight when not 
trained is about 235 pounds. His lace is 
rather spare of flesh, hut his jaws are won­ 
derfully square and resolute. His arms 
are not unusually large for an athlete, but 
the muscles of his shoulders and hack are 
phenomenal in tbeir greatness They en­ 
able him to propel his fists with tremen­ 
dous power and force. 
Sullivan began his fistic career in his 
native Boston, and was at first known as 
“The Strong Boy of the Highlands.” He 
first attained national reputation by nearly 
knocking Joe Goss insensible by a blow in 
a boxing bout in a theater. Goss had 
twice fought for the championship of Eng­ 
land with Jem Mace, the cleverest boxer 
that England ever produced, and afterward 
twice fought for the championship of 
America. He was defeated for this title by 
Paddy Ryan, and then a match was made 
between Ryan and Sullivan for the title 
and $2,500 aside. This fight took place at 
Mississippi City on the 9th of February, 
1882, and was won by Sullivan in nine 
rounds, lasting eleven minutes. 
After that Sullivan traveled through the 
country offering prizes to any man he 
could not “stop” or knock senseless in four 
rounds under Queensberry rules. His suc­ 
cess was marvelous. 
In several trips through the country he 
knocked out no less than sixty of the larg­ 
est. most powerful and skillful pugilists to 
be found. He broke his left arm a couple 
of years ago in a fight with Patsy Cardiff, 
and for a while he was compelled to retire 
from the active work of pugilism. Then 
opponents brought a controversy between 
him and Kilrain. The latter challenged 
him to fight torthe championship,and Sul­ 
livan, owing to the crippled condition of 
his arm, for the first time in his life was 
compelled to decline the invitaton. 
Kilrain assumed the title of "Champion 
of America.” but his claim to it under the 
circumstances was not generally acknowl­ 
edged. 
When his arm became well Sullivan 
made a trip to England, and there attracted 
the greatest attention ever paid to a pugil­ 
ist. Sullivan fought with Charlie Mitchell 
near Chantilly, France, over a year ago. In 
the third round, when Mitchell was all but 
defeated, Sullivan so injured the biceps 
muscle of his right artn that he was unable 
to use it effectively thereafter. Toward the 
close of the battle a rain set in, and as 
neither contestant could hurt the other, it 
was agreed that the fight should be con­ 
sidered “ drawn.” 
Sullivan returned to the United States, 
and last fall he was attacked by a complica­ 
tion of disorders which brought him to 
death’s door. 
W hen he recovered he had partially lost 
the use of one of his legs. He had friends, 
however, who had faith in his recuperative 
powers, and they backed him against Kil­ 
rain. 
JA K E K ILR A IN . 
The 
Career of Sullivan's Antagonist. 
•John fJor»(‘]»li K illion. 
Jake Kilrain’s real name is John Joseph 
Killion. He was born in the United States, 
of Irish parentage, about thirty-five years 
ago. though his triends claim that he is not 
over thirty. He began his sporting career 
as an amateur oarsman on the waters 
around Boston, and gained considerable ce­ 
lebrity as a very clever sculler. 
His first fistic encounter of note was with 
George Godfrev, the celebrated colored 
boxer. Kilrain defeated Godfrey, and his 
next opponent was old Jim Goode, a fam­ 
ous English boxer, who made a draw with 
him. Many thought that he had the best 
of Charlie Mitchell, when they boxed in 
Boston, but Mitchell’s friends say that he 
had a sprained ankle at the time. This 
was also a draw. Jake fought a draw with 
Mike Cleary, in New York, and the police 
stopped an enconnter he had with Jack 
Burke. 
Subsequently he defeated William Sher­ 
iff, who is known as “The Prussian," on 
account of his German appearance. He 
beat Frank Herald near Baltimore in one 
round, and then defeated Denny Kellegher. 
Then came his famous struggle with Jack 
Ashton, at Ridgewood Park, on the out­ 
skirts of Brooklyn. 
Though he was 
awarded the victory by the referee, many 
of the spectators believe that the decision 
should have been a “draw.” 
He defeated Joe Lannon after a very 
hard fight. In addition to these encount­ 
ers he has had a number of others with 
lesser lights ol the ring, while meeting “all 
comers” in sparring tours. He once met 
Sullivan in a four round contest, and the 
friends of the latter aud also the referee of 
the occasion say that he was defeated by 
John L., but this Kilrain strenuously de­ 
nies, saying that the bout was merely an 
exhibition one. 


WHY WE ARE RIGHT-HANDED. 
Protecting tlie Most Exposed Vulnerable 
1’art of Our Bodies. 
[From Cornhill’s Magazine ] 
Primitive man, being by nature a fight­ 
ing animal, fought for the most part with 
his great canine teeth, his nails and his 
fists; till in process of time he added to 
those early and natural weapons the fur­ 
ther persuasions of a club or a shillalah. 
He also fought, as Darwin has conclu­ 
sively shown, in the main for the posses­ 
sion of the ladies of his kind against other 
members of his own sex and species. And 
if you fight you soon learn to protect the 
most exposed and vulnerable portion o'" 
your body. Or, if you don’t natural selec­ 
tion manages it for you by killing you off 
as an immediate consequence. 
To the boxer, wrestler or hand-to-hand 
combatant that most vulnerable portion is 
undoubtedly the heart. 
A 
hard blow 
well delivered on the left breast will easilv 


kill, or, at any rate, stun even a strong 
man. 
Hence, from an early period men 
have used the right arm to fight with, and 
have employed the left arm chiefly to 
cover the heart and to parry a blow aimed 
at that specially vulnerable region. And 
when weapons of ofiense and defense super­ 
sede mere fists and teeth it is the right 
hand that graps the spear or sword, while 
the left holds over the heart for defense 
the shield or buckler. 
From this simple origin, then, the whole 
vast difference of right and left in civilized 
life takes its beginning. At first, no doubt, 
the superiority of the right hand was only 
felt in the matter of fighting. But that 
alone gave it a distinct pull, and paved 
the way, at least, for the supremacy else­ 
where. For when weapons came into 
use, the habitual employment of the right 
hand to grasp the spear, sword or knife 
made the nerves or muscles of the right 
side far more obedient to the control of 
the will than those of the left. The 
dexterity thus acquired by the right— 
see how the word “ dexterity” implies 
this act—made it more handy for the 
early hunter and artificer to employ the 
same hand preferentially in the manu­ 
facture of flint hatchets, bows and arrows, 
and ali the other manifold activities of 
savage life. It was the hand with which 
lie grasped his weapon; it was therefore 
the hand with which he chipped it. To 
the end, however, the right hand re­ 
mains especially “ the hand in which you 
hold your knife;” and that is how our 
own children to this day decide which is 
which when they begin to know their 
right hand from their left for practical 
purposes.
